The memoirs of Sir John A. Mac 
donald, was the subject of a very in- 
teresting and educative address giv- 
en by Kiwanian Chas. H. Russell, at 
the Kiwanis luncheon on Tuesday 
evening. The large attendance of 
members and visitors listened to the 
address with rapt attention, and the 
hearty applause at the conclusion of 
the speaker’s. remarks expressed 
their appreciation of the address 
Sir John A. MacDonald was born in 
Scotland in 1815, and died on June 
6th, 1891, being seventy-six years of 
age. For forty-seven years this emi- 
nent statesman was prominent in 
Canadian affairs, and his life was 
interwoven in the development of 
this country. He became a member 
of Parliament in 1844 at the age of 
twenty-nine years. From that time 


member of Parliament and with only 
one exception, he had always been 
the member for Kingston, Ontario 
It might be said that his career was 
divided intéd two parts, namely, be- 
fore and after Confederation, which 
was passed in the year 1867. 

He served twenty-three years prior 
to Confederation, and twenty-four 
years after that momentous’ event 
He had ‘been prime minister for nine- 
teen yeérs, the longest period of ser- 
vice in that capacity of any prime 
minister in Canada. The next oldest 
prime minister in service was. Sir 
Wilfred Laurier, who had fifteen 
years to his credit. Sir John A. was 
one of the most predominating char- 
acters who had ever lived in Canada 
and he possessed a wonderful gift in 
the handling of men; he knew human 
nature; was a born leader and had an 
exceptional gift of personal magnet- 
ism. It was stated that he never for- 
got a face, and would recall a face 
and name ‘many years after receiving 
an introduction. ; ; 

In 1820, as. a: small boy, he came 
to Canada with ‘his father who locat- 
ed. at Kingston, where he. received

At the age of twenty-one he was cal- 
led to the bar, and for eight years 
practiced his profession in Kingston. 
His achievement in forming Confed- 
ere jon with Ontario and Quebec, and 
a few years later bringing Nova Sco- 
tia and New Brunswick into Confed 
eration, as well as later bringing 
western Canada into the union, 
stamps him as one of the greatest 
statesmen in Canada. He was a Brit- 
isher, and believed that the govern- 
ment given by the British was the 
best for Canada. In 1869 an agree- 
ment was made with the Hudson Bay 
Company in which Canada. got poses- 
session of the vast area west of the 
Great~Lakes, with the exception of a 
few land reservations, for hte sum of 


‘three hundred thousand pounds ster- 


ling, thereby preventing the United 
States from getting western Canada. 
In 1871 British Columbia  enterec 
Confederation on the condition that 
a trans-continental railway be built 
linking that province up with east- 
ern Canada. This railway was com. 
pleted in five years instead of ten as 
provided for in the agreement. Mr. 
Russell concluded his interesting ad- 
dress by stating that Sir John did 
not care for money and spent all the 
best years of his life in the service 
of the state, and some years prior to 
his death, a fund was raised and pre- 
sented to him. He never made any- 
thing out of politics, and died a com- 
paratively poor man.

Ottawa, ‘April 23—In bygone days 
economic depression throughout Can- 
ada did not affect the public services 
to any great extent, and the great 
Civil Service of the country contin- 
ued on in the ordinary way; its ac- 
tivities curtailed somewhat, but sal- 
aries and positions were unaffected. 

This year, however, the situation 
is serious. The national revenue is 
down $100,000,000 and expenditures 
‘| have increased. Two ways lay open 
- |to the government to make both ends 
meet; by rigid economy and by in- 
creased taxation. The Main SEsti- 
mates tabled this week indicate the 
economies and the Budget which will 
soon be down will break.the news as 
to the increased taxation. 

No government on earth could 
avoid the present depression, and 
both economy and taxation increases 
were inevitable. In Parliament how- 
ever, Government and Opposition 
forces will fight the issue out. 

The Main Hstimates are about 
$38,000,000 under: last year, which 
means at least $62,000,000 additional 
revenue must be found, entirely 
apart from the additional expendi- 
tures such as the $20,000,000 for un- 
employment and other emergency 
and special expenses.

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INCOME TAXATION - 


RULING EXPLAINED 


Unless a farmer or rancher has 
‘had a taxable income during the 


|income tax return on -form T 1A, 
according’ to information given by 
Cc. S. Kilgour, inspector in charge 

\of the -Edmonton district. Other 
returns must: be in by April 30. 

.The inspector also points out 
that the act provides that there 
shall be assessed, levied and paid 
upon the income during the pre- 
ceding year of every person, a tax 
at the rates set down in the first 
schedule of the act. The exemptions 
are as follows: 

“Three thousand dollars in the 
case of a married person or house- 
holder or any other person who 
has dependent upon him any of the 
following persons: 

(I) A parent or grandparent. 
(II) A daughter or sister. 

(III) A son or brother under 21 
years of age or incapable of  self- 
support on account of mental or 
physical infirmity.

«THE CUTWORM SITUATION: 
(By E. H. Strickland, Deparjment of 
Entomology, University of Alberta) 

During the past winter many warn- 
ings have been issued regarding an 
impending ‘outbreak of the pale west- 
ern cutworm in the southern part of 
the province. 

It is probable that the majority of 
residents in the threatened area are 
already familiar with the necessary 
steps to be taken in order to avoid 
undue losses. The warnings have, 
however, led to some confusion in the 
minds of farmers and others who re- 
side in the more northern part of the 
province, and who suffered losses last 
year from an entirely different insect 
—the red backed cutworm. 

While we are not in a position to 
state definitely that there will not be 
a recurrence of damage by this red 
backed cutworm in 1981, we are of 
the opinion that our chances of avoid- 
ing one are no worse than is usual. 
Climatic conditions were very unfav- 
ourable to these cutworms during the 
summer and they suffered a severe 
mortality before turning into moths. 
In the neighborhood of Edmonton, at 
all events, the egg-laying moths were 
present in arout their usual numbers 
in the fall and it is probable that they 
therefore, laid only about the usual 
number of eggs. , 

Elsewhere, of course, this may not 
have been the case. Farmers and oth- 
ers are certainly well advised to keep 
a sHarp look-out for these cutworms 
this spring in order that, should they 
appear in outbreak numbers, the 
proper steps for their destruction 
may be taken without delay. 

It is, therefore, desirable at this 
time to state, very briefly, the most

these cutworms, 1. They feed chief- 
ly at nighttime. 2. Very few of them 
will touch bait after it has dried out. 
3. They eat practically nothing in 
cold windy weather. 4. They are not 
attracted to bait from any distance, 
and will-find and eat.only if they hap- 
pen to crawl over it. 
- From this it follows that bait 
should be-as wet as is possible with- 
out “balling-up,” it should always be 
scattered in the evening and only 
when it is fairly warm. A handful of 
bait should cover as much ground as 
is possible. Ten pounds of poisoned 
bran will cover an acre if the major- 
ity of the flakes fall to the ground 
separately. Results will always be 
better if the soil is moist at the time 
of application. 

If, as frequently occurs, the cut- 
worms are seen to ibe crawling free- 


nection with both of these cutworms 
for it must always be borne in mind 
that control measures recommended 
for the one will not always prove to 
be satisfactory for the other. 

Red backed cutworm. Appearance 
—Color dark brown, with a brick-red 
band along the top of the body. 

Area in which damage may occur— 
All of the districts in Alberta, includ- 
ing the Peace River district, in which 
the land was originally partly, or en- 
tirely covered with trees or brush.
